WHEREAS, it is estimated that 100,000 children are 
currently living on the streets of America every evening; and

where incest is perpetrated, and where single parent families 
are impoverished and overwhelmed; and 


WHEREAS, there are currently no emergency housing 
facilities in the Fort Wayne area to accommodate homeless teen 
youths; and 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Common Council publicly 
commends Dr. Michael Sturm; Kenneth Watson, director of 
Juvenile Probation; Sister Mary McGeady of Covenant House, 
Inc.; and Pathways Inc.; all of whom are working to address 
this problem; and 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Common Council urges its 
private and corporate citizens to support the efforts of 
Pathways, Inc. by volunteering time and money, and assisting 
the organization in establishing a facility to accommodate 
homeless teen youth. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT IT PUBLICLY DECLARES 
AND RECOGNIZES THE PLIGHT OF HOMELESS YOUTH IN THE FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA AREA AND IT FURTHER CHALLENGES AND URGES ITS CITIZENS 
TO HELP ADDRESS THE NEED FOR YOUTH SHELTERS IN THIS COMMUNITY.
